BSSB  online  ordering  gets  boost 


NASHVILLE,  Term.  (BP)  —  Ordering  dated  materials  online 
has  gained  popularity  since  the  option  became  available 
through  die  Sunday  School  Board  (BSSB)  Web  site  on  Sept.  9. 

As  of  Nov.  3, 2,400  orders  had  been  placed  at  www.bssb.com, 
saving  time  in  getting  the  order  to  the  board  and  minimizing 
errors  by  eliminating  die  need  for  orders  to  be  re-keyed  into  the 
computerized  system.  Orders  have  ranged  from  a  single  copy  of 
one  publication  title  to  more  than  5,000  units  of  various  literature 
items.  In  some  cases,  follow-up  orders  for  additional  materials  are 
among  those  being  sent  through  the  Web  site.  Church  orders  have 
come  from  across  the  United  States  as  well  as  other  countries. 

More  than  1,300  churches  have  obtained  a  personal  identi¬ 
fication  number  (PIN)  necessary  to  use  the  system.  This 
ensures  security  for  the  account  and  eliminates  the  need  to 
provide  billing  information  online. 

Within  24  hours  of  submitting  the  order  over  the  Internet,  a 
confirmation  of  the  order  is  returned  by  e-mail,  including  a  list 
of  the  items  ordered  and  the  anticipated  ship  date.  Also, 
orders  placed  through  tire  Web  site  before  the  due  date  found 
on  the  ’'Summary  of  Orders"  page  qualify  for  an  early-order

"My  letter  to  the  editor  two 
weeks  ago  did  not  clarify  that 
point,"  he  said.
